Advices from Dubois give the fol- 
lowing particulars of the fatal prize 
fight briefly mentioned in dispatches 
last night. Mike McLaughlin and 
Martin Linksey, both boys, not more 
than 18 years of age, agreed to settle 
their troubles according to prize-ring 
rules. The fight came off by lamp- 
light last night, and was witnessed by 
a large number of spectators, mostly 
miners. The first two rounds pos- 
sessed very little interest, the antag- 
onists being pretty evenly matched. 
The third round was a spirited one 
and heavy odds were in favor of 
Linksey, but McLaughlin seemed to 
be better scienced, The fourth round 
brought the claret from both, but with 
no advantage to either. In the fifth 
round both came to the scratch with 
no little vim, and the punishment was 
about evenly divided. In the sixth 
round both felt somewhat the worse 
for wear, and they blowed like por- 
poises. Considerable sparring was 
indulged in, when Linksey accident- 
ally fell, his chin striking a root, and 
bis neck was broken. He expired 
almost instantly. The tragic termina- 
tion caused great excitement, and it 
was all a few cool-headed men could 
do to prevent a row between the rival 
factions. MvLaughlin gave himself 
up to the authorities. The coroner 
held an inquest this evening, return- 
ing a verdict that Linkscy’s death was 
caused by McLaughlin; and he was 
held on a charge of murder.

THE ASYLUM CHANGE, 


The aetion taken by the Board of 
Commissioners for the care of the 
insane in removing Dr. Dawson is 
an act to be regretted by both politi- 
cal parties. It establishes a danger- 
ous precedent, and one that will be 
very apt to corrupt our free institu- 
tions. The Board showed no good 
reason for making the change. 
They all admitted that Dawson had 
made a good officer, and when men 
are intrusted to perform the duties 
of a high and important public 
trust the people do not expect that 
the confidence they have imposed 
in their servants will be abused. 
Public sentiment was strongly in 
opposition to a change, but the 

Board, wavering between their pub- 
lic duties and personal political obli- 
zation, at last fell into line and acted 
as they themselves deemed to be 
for their own personal interest, 
utterly disregarding public opinion. 
But the change has been made, and 
Dr. Bishop put in charge of the in- 
stitution. He occupies a very un- 
pleasant position, however, for there 
can be no protection accorded to 
him from any quarter if four mem- 
bers of the Commission imagine 
that someone else can be of 
more assistance to them in the next 
campaign than can Bishop. Dr. 
Bishop, if given an opportunity, 
will no doubt make a goed Super- 
intendent, and we hope the Board 
will not be led into committing 
another error by removing him un- 
less they can give better reasons 
for so doing than in Dawson’s case. 
Commissoners Tufly and Deal were 
faithful te their trust as public of- 
ficers and are entitled to the confi- 
dence and respect of both parties for 
the pesition taken by them through 
the whole transaction.

A SMALL RANCH. 


A Het Derivea rrom Ten Acres 
Well Cultivated. 

An interesting illustration of 
what can be done with ten acres of 
land is given by J. Y. Dillon of 
Woodland, Cal. He says he began 
upon it six years ago by planting 
live acres to the Muscatel grape. 
He now has seven acres, 
two acres being lately planted. He 
also has one acre planted to prunes, 
nectarines and peaches. 
five acres last year bis gross returns 
were $1200. e planted last year 
three-fourths of an acre of beets, 
which yielded him thirty-five tons. 
With these and a little bran or 
shorts he kept a span of horses and 
two cows seven months, besides 
which he sold $30 worth of Deets, 
One of his cows yields him now 
10 to 11 pounds of butter per week, 
besides the milk the family (con- 
sisting of his wife and one child) 
uses. When the cow is fresh he 
makes from her 14 pounds uf butter 
a week. Along his fence he planted 
20 walnut trees, now six years old, 
which have born fruit the past two 
years.

Gum trees 
planted six years ago, and some of 
them 12 inches in diameter, will 
make when cut into wood from 
one-fourth to one-half a cord of 
wood per tree. Mr. Dillon says in 
the condition in which he now has 
his fruits and vines he can make a 
living for himself and family and 
lay by from $800 to $1,000 annually.
